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College to shed jobs as it 
links up with rising rival

STAFF at Canterbury College face 
an uncertain future with the axe 
set to fall after it agreed to a 
significant strengthening of ties 
with East Kent College (EKC). 

A single senior management 
team will oversee both institutions 
going forward, with EKC’s existing 
principal Graham Razey taking 
over as acting head of both. 

By merging a number of key 
services, from the senior executive 
team to corporate services, it is 
hoped to save around £lm, 

It appears for now, at least, it is 
stopping short of a full merger, and 
both brands will continue. 

In a joint statement issued by 
both colleges this morning, it said: 
“Canterbury College is looking 
ahead to the severe government 
funding cuts next year, and is 
announcing further budget 
reductions beyond these savings at 
senior management level. 

“Courses which could be better 
offered by EKC will be transferred 
- and vice versa. Some depart¬ 
ments will be merged and savings 
made across a range of support

activities. The outline proposals 
will be announced to staff today for 
consultation. Although there will 
be job losses, the college [Canter¬ 
bury] will be looking to minimise 
the number of staff who will be 
affected. It is seeking to have the 
new arrangements in place by the 
end of the summer term.” 

Chairman of Canterbury College 
governors Colin Carmichael added: 
“The governors have worked with 
college management to review all 


aspects of the college’s finances and 
operations. We are having to take 
difficult decisions, but further 
education is not immune from 
government cuts to public expendi¬ 
ture, and we have to take action 
now to ensure that the college 
continues to thrive - especially in 
our new partnership with EKC.” 

Canterbury College has strug¬ 
gled financially in recent years and 
there were concerns ahead of the 
forthcoming area review of all 


colleges in Kent this autumn. 

That is likely to rap out a 
warning that colleges should 
consider more joint working to 
reduce costs while still delivering 
the necessary courses. 

EKC’s clout has grown consider¬ 
ably in recent years. After growing 
its Thanet base, it recently took 
over the Folkestone and Dover 
campuses of the former K College. 

Alison Clarke, principal of 
Canterbury College retires in July.

Bank holiday warning 
as work disrupts trains 
and protests hit France 


TRAIN users are being warned to 
expect disruption to services over the 
long bank holiday weekend as major 
engineering work diverts a host of 
services into and around London. 

It is due to Network Rail - which 
manages rail infrastructure - contin¬ 
ues its on-going railway upgrade 
plan for the south east. 

And that will mean from Saturday 
to Monday a number of significant 
changes to the timetable. 

There will be no Southeastern 
services at Charing Cross, Waterloo 
East or Cannon Street, services will 
be diverted to Victoria, Blackfriars, 
or New Cross. 

Nor will there be any Southeastern 
services at London Bridge except for 
Hastings line trains which, after 
Tonbridge, will run via Redhill and 
East Croydon. 

Additionally, there will be no 
Southeastern services at Deptford, 
Greenwich, Maze Hill and West- 
combe Park. Buses will run between 
New Cross and Charlton calling at all 


these stations. 

That’s all in addition to buses 
continuing to replace trains between 
Folkestone Central and Dover Priory 
while Network Rail builds a new 
viaduct. 

On Sunday, there be no Southeast¬ 
ern services between Plumstead, 
Abbey Wood, Belvedere, Erith, Slade 
Green and Dartford. Replacement 
buses will run instead. 

Nor will there be Southeastern 
services between Canterbury East, 
Bekesbourne, Adisham, Aylesham, 
Snowdown, Shepherds Well, 
Kearsney and Dover Priory. Replace¬ 
ment buses will run instead. 

On Monday, a Saturday-based 
service will run on all Southeastern 
routes. Passengers are advised to 
check Southeastern’s website before 
setting out. 

Meanwhile, the ports are expect¬ 
ing one of the busiest weekends of the 
year - despite fuel protests in France 
meaning many motorists have been 
left struggling to fill their tanks.

Students pulled out of 
exams as five schools hit 
by explosive hoax calls

A NUMBER of Kent schools this 
week fell victim to a series of nation¬ 
wide bomb scares. 

Anonymous phone calls were 
made to five schools throughout the 
county, leading to severe disruption, 
with some students even being tak¬ 
en out of their GCSE exams. 

On Friday, police were called to 
three separate incidents after staff 
had taken the decision to evacuate 
the buildings. 

Officers were called to Dame Janet 
Primary Academy School in Ram¬ 
sgate after an incident was reported 
at 10.01am, where pupils and staff 
initially gathered on the school field 
following an evacuation of the build¬ 
ing by the school before being sent 
home. 

Officers were also on the scene at 
Bower Grove School in Fant Lane, 
Maidstone, after they received a tel¬ 
ephone call at 10.15am, where they 
completed a search before pupils

were also sent home having been 
moved to Westborough Primary 
School as a precaution. 

Similar scenes were experienced 
at Welling School, where a spokes¬ 
person said: “The call has now been 


identified as a hoax and is under 
thorough investigation by the 
police. 

“Students who were involved in 
public examinations and were inter¬ 
rupted will not be disadvantaged by 
the exam board.” 

In addition, two schools in Folke¬ 
stone - Stella Maris Primary School 
and Sandgate Primary School - both 
received calls on Friday that sug¬ 
gested that a man was in the area 
with a firearm. 

Officers attended both schools and 
following an assessment they both 
remained open. 

Police say all of today’s calls are 
being reviewed in connection with 
calls that have been received by es¬ 
tablishments nationally. 

Earlier in the week, students at the 
Canterbury Academy had to be 
pulled out of exams, but similarly, 
bosses at the school confirmed it 
would be making special considera¬ 
tion claims to exam boards 

Barming Primary School was also 
evacuated at a similar time on Mon¬ 
day afternoon.

Cllr Rogers added; 1 ‘In September this year a 
major public consultation exercise will take place, 
which will look at how we meet future needs and help 
us to identify sites that are likely to come forward in 
the local plan, along with those that will not.’ ’ 


Huge response to 
third crossing plans 

THE consultation on a proposed Thames crossing 
east of Gravesend was the largest ever for a UK road 
project, it was revealed this week. 

More than 47,000 people responded to the proposals 
designed to ease congestion at the Dartford Crossing. 

The bulk of the responses came online, with nearly 
30,000 people responding. 

Local government and industry groups also chipped 
in, with more than 500 responses between them. 

In the consultation, Highways England announced 
its preferred route would see a new road built from 
the M2 heading north through the Gravesham 
countryside, where a bored tunnel would then cross 
the Thames and come out at Tilbury. 

If built, it would be the first new road crossing for 
the Thames east of London for 25 years. 

Highways England consultation manager Martin 
Potts claimed the public had ‘ ‘exceeded expecta¬ 
tions’ ’ with the wealth of responses. 

If publicly funded, the road could be ready by 
2025. A decision is due later this year.

Manston Airport CPO hopes 
crash but plans remain alive

THE hunt for an indemnity partner to 
launch a compulsory purchase order (CPO) 
for Manston Airport has been abandoned by 
Thanet District Council. 

At the end of last year, the council carried 
out a soft marketing exercise in an attempt to 
try and find a partner for a CPO of the airport 
- a power given to local authorities to force 
the purchase of certain areas if it can be justi¬ 
fied to be in the greater public interest. 

It came after talks with US investment 
firm RiverOak failed to deliver a deal. 

A Prior Information Notice (PIN) calling 
for expressions of interest was published on 
January 15, before five expressions of inter¬ 
est were made before the council’s deadline 
of February 9. 

The process then twittled that down to 
three but all were then ruled unsuitable by a 
council panel comprising of the authority’s 
chief executive, strategic procurement man¬ 
ager and director of corporate governance, 
who said: “Based on the assessment one can 
draw the conclusions that in terms of the key 
lines of enquiry, the market cannot deliver 
on the council’s requirements; there is no es¬ 
tablished market which is able to deliver, or 
an adequate number of operators; the mar¬ 


ket has no capacity to deliver the require¬ 
ments and there is no cost or other benefits in 
taking this matter further.” 

Manston has been sold since it shut as an 
airport in 2014 to the team behind the Dis¬ 
covery Park in Sandwich who have outlined 
ambitious proposals to turn it into a major 
development site featuring residential, lei¬ 
sure and commercial development. 

The council did receive interest from other 
parties, one of which is approaching the cur¬ 
rent owners to invest some £150m, subject 


to a feasibility study showing that invest¬ 
ment in the airport makes economic sense. 

Dr Beau Webber, of the Save Manston 
Association (SMA), said: “This announce¬ 
ment is no surprise - no one who talked to 
their lawyers would try a to fund a CPO 
against a Development Consent Order 
(DCO) process in-progress with the Nation¬ 
al Planning Inspectorate.” 

Ukip lost its council majority after failing 
to deliver its pre-election promise to re¬ 
open the site as a functioning airport.

Parents reunited with son 
after his disappearance

I 
knew after six years that his 
appearance would change but I 
wasn’t expecting that. 

“We have had no contact 
whatsoever... and now we’ve 
got him.” 

She added that her son 
rejected her approach for a hug, 
claiming he didn’t want to be 
touched. 

“Hearing our voices was 
possibly the first English people 
that he has spoken to for a very 
long time,” Mr Green said. 

The parents had taken a bag 
of clothes and belongings for 
their son, which they said were 
gratefully received. 

“He was rummaging through 
the bag like it was Christmas 
day,” Mrs Green said.

cerns the tender has been won by the 
Redbridge and we have written to the 
chief executive asking for assurance 
that the families will not place addi¬ 
tional burdens on public agencies, 
health, schools and social care as a 
result,” he said. 

“This could be the start of a signifi¬ 
cant flow of London boroughs, in 
their duty to provide homes for vul¬ 
nerable families, placing families out¬ 
side of London into the coastal areas 
of Kent and peripheral regions in the 
south east.” 

Vince Maple, leader of the Medway 
Labour group, felt the move was de¬ 
monstrative of a wider housing issue, 
which is affecting families across the 
county. 

“We have a housing crisis in this 
country which means we are seeing 
people forced out of areas which are 
lacking decent levels of affordable 
housing,” he said. 

“Councils are becoming increas¬ 
ingly desperate and are grabbing 
any private sector housing available 
to meet their statutory requirements. 

“For three decades we have seen a 
lack of house building. 

“We should be proud that people 
want to live here but it does mean 
families are being forced out because 
they can’t afford these astronomical 
prices. 

“There’s 2,500 people waiting in 
Canterbury and 20,000 here in Med¬ 
way, and part of the problem we have 
is the unregulated nature of private 
sector housing. 

“Across Kent we see people having 
to put up with sub-standard housing 
and they are fearful because they the 
don’t want to complain and risk be¬ 
ing evicted.” 

”I’m disappointed to hear these de¬ 
velopments,” added Canterbury MP 
Julian Brazier. 

“But unfortunately, Annington 
Homes [the private housing firm that 

North & West 


owns the accommodation] is free to 
sell to whomever they want. 

“Canterbury could have done with 
this housing far more than Redbridge 
so it’s disappointing, but I hope we 
will be able to integrate those that do 
arrive.” 

The Catching Lives charity, which 
seeks to support the homeless, how¬ 
ever, felt the homes on offer wouldn’t 
be appropriate for many people in its 
care. 

“The vast majority of our clients 
are single people, and if they are on 
the council list would only be entitled 
to bedsits or one bed flats,” said chief 
executive, Terry Gore. 

“All of the housing stock on the 
barracks are two and three bed hous¬ 
es which wouldn’t be suitable or 
available to them. 

“It is a shame that they won’t be 
available to the many local families 
who are on Canterbury’s housing 
register but this situation is more evi¬ 
dence of how dysfunctional our hous¬ 
ing system is. 

“The fate of this housing was de¬ 
cided by an effective bidding war be¬ 
tween local authorities, rather than 
part of a considered, thought through 
plan of action to help with what is a 
national problem.” 

Simon Cook, leader of Canterbury 
City Council, expressed his disap¬ 
pointment when the move was an¬ 
nounced earlier this week but said 
there was little his authority could 
have done to prevent it from 
happening. 

“We did our utmost to try and get 
these properties for people on our 
waiting list because it would have 
made a difference to so many local 
families,” he said. 

“The law does allow councils to 
place people in districts outside of 
their own, but of course this severely 
restricts the ability of the councils in 
those other areas to provide adequate 


and affordable housing for their own 
local people. 

“We have explored the effective le¬ 
gal avenues open to us to prevent this 
from happening, but sadly there are 
none at present. 

“The law allows councils to place 
people in districts outside of their 
own, provided they follow correct 
procedures. 

“We will monitor this to ensure 
Redbridge follow due process and will 
take action if they fail to do so. 

“The idea that a London borough 
can solve some of its housing prob¬ 
lems by moving people miles away 
from friends and family in this way is 
very regrettable and we will be push¬ 
ing the Local Government Associa¬ 
tion and other professional bodies to 
lobby for a change in legislation.” 

A spokesperson for Redbridge 
council blamed a “chronic shortage 
of affordable housing” for the move 
and insisted the pressure in the hous¬ 
ing market made it difficult to secure 
enough local supply. 

“The cost of renting and buying 
properties is pushing people to outer 
London boroughs including Red¬ 
bridge and beyond,” she said. 

“This is not only a result of the es¬ 
calating costs of rents in London, but 
also due to the loss of housing benefit 
subsidy, benefit cap and housing wel¬ 
fare reform. 

“We currently have 21 households 
in Kent. We are continually seeking 
accommodation which is suitable for 
families and Canterbury is one of the 
options available to those families 
currently living in B&Bs. 

“In common with other London 
boroughs we urgently need to ad¬ 
dress the affordable housing crisis 
and we are looking into various op¬ 
tions to do this. 

“This is one of Redbridge’s top pri¬ 
orities and a key policy objective for 
the new Mayor of London.”

A LEADING charity says 
the county’s housing cri¬ 
sis is “a timebomb” after 
Canterbury became the 
latest area to suffer from 
a population overspill from London. 

It comes after the London Borough 
of Redbridge this week won a bid for 
temporary accommodation at the 
Howe Barracks site on the outskirts of 
the city - some 60 miles from its 
council offices. 

The move means 200 families from 
the capital will be housed over the 
summer, leaving local residents on 
Canterbury City Council’s waiting 
list needing to wait that little bit long¬ 
er for housing. 

The authority claims it made its 
own “robust and comprehensive bid” 
but ultimately couldn’t compete with 
the financial muscle of a London 
borough. 

However, Mike Barrett, chief exec¬ 
utive of the homeless charity Porch- 
light, admitted he feared for the fu¬ 
ture of the 2,500 Canterbury 
residents on the waiting list. 

He told KoS: “It’s very worrying for 
us because a number of families mov¬ 
ing there will undoubtedly need a 
level of support and with services al¬ 
ready strained, this potentially could 
be breaking point both in the district 
and county-wide. 

“It involves Redbridge uprooting 
children and people with families 
with support networks in that bor¬ 
ough, so it’s not exactly an easy jour¬ 
ney because Canterbury is a consid¬ 
erable distance from where their 
support is. 

“For those still waiting in Canter¬ 
bury, their situation deteriorates and 
you worry where the housing is going 
to come from - it’s a timebomb. 


“At one level the government talks 
about localism and devolution, then 
on another level it allows this to 
happen.” 

A total of 208 properties at the bar¬ 
racks were formerly used by the Min¬ 
istry of Defence to house armed forces 
personnel and their families, but 
became available to lease in late 
2015. 

“I’ve no doubt the Canterbury bid 
was incredibly strong but obviously it 
would not have given the MoD the re¬ 
turn it was looking for,” Mr Barrett 
added. 

“Austerity measures always have a 
knock-on effect and this is a perfect 
example of how it can be so 
damaging. 

“London naturally has far greater 
resources than anywhere else so it’s 
no surprise that Canterbury couldn’t 
compete. 

“Different parts of Kent will experi¬ 
ence this as we go forward, I’m sure of 
that, because there’s a massive short¬ 
age of housing. 

“London is slightly more acute in 
that regard because of the cost of liv¬ 
ing that is pushing people not just out 
of the capital but beyond the Home 
Counties. 

“The knock-on effect on our 
schools, health services and social 
services will be considerable. 

“There has to be a change in law - 
Canterbury’s hands were tied here 
and I’m sure other authorities will ex¬ 
perience the same.” 

Thanet North MP Sir Roger Gale 
has previously described Kent as a 
“dumping ground” for the population 
overspill, after plans for 12,000 
homes in his constituency were given 
the green light last year. 

Conservative leader of Kent County 
Council, Paul Carter, agreed that it 
could be a worrying sign of things to 
come. 

“I have a number of serious con¬

U TTER the words ‘Japanese 
knotweed’ to any green 
fingered horticulturalist 
and they’ll shudder at the 
intrusive plant’s ability to 
grow and overwhelm areas at record 
speeds. 

But one local firm says the solution 
is simple - let’s eat our way out of it. 

Japanese knotweed is infamous for 
its fast growth and density which pre¬ 
vents other plants from flourishing. 
Estimates suggest, as a nation, we’re 
paying up to £160m each year to 
tackle it. 

But Ross Evans says rather than 
weed killer we should attack it with a 
spoon. And perhaps some custard. 

He says the knotweed is in the same 
family as rhubarb and can be used in 
exactly the same way. 

As manager of a wild food compa¬ 
ny called Forager Ltd, based in 
Chatham, near Canterbury, it sup¬ 
plies Britain’s restaurants and the 
public with a host of unusual edibles. 

He told us: “It’s delicious and whilst 
in some areas it definitely presents a 
problem making it a part of our diet 
could be a significant part of the 
solution.” 

The knotweed arrived in the UK in 
the mid-19th century when Kew Gar¬ 
dens displayed it as an ornamental 
plant. 

Since then, it has spread, and it 
knows how to spread fast. 

A tiny carelessly discarded slice of 
the root can quickly take hold and 
under the right conditions a new col¬ 
ony of plants will spring up. 

Explains Mr Evans: “The rapid 
spread of the plant is most likely as a 
result of soil containing root frag¬ 
ments being moved around the coun¬ 
try making it a real issue along mo¬ 
torways and railway embankments 
where the soil is then used. 

“Colonies and sites with which I 
am familiar have not actually in¬ 
creased in size over the past 10 years. 
Like any plant it needs suitable condi¬ 
tions to spread and colonise and there 
are limits to the kind of soil and habi¬ 
tat in which it will thrive.” 


For that reason, it is regarded as a 
weed that needs to be eradicated. 

But to Mr Evans, it has obvious po¬ 
tential as a resource and a permanent 
answer is staring us in the face. 

The professional forager said all 
that’s needed it to make it delicious is 
to peel the fibrous, green and red out¬ 
er skin of the branch and it will reveal 
a watery light green inner flesh with 
a soft flavour that crunches like apple 
as you eat it. 

And don’t stop there. Mr Evans 
said: “The young shoots are also 
great, almost similar to bamboo 
shoots.” 

There have been some increased 
warnings over the years that the 
knotweed problem is getting out of 
control with it springing up in fields, 
along verges and plaguing roadsides. 

Mr Evans adds: “On the one hand 
Japanese knotweed can present a 
very significant problem but it’s not 
completely black and white. The hol¬ 
low stems which are left over the win¬ 
ter months provide an excellent habi¬ 
tat for over-wintering insects and, in 
some large colonies, studies have 
shown that they can become impor¬ 
tant habitats for reptiles and amphib¬ 
ians which feed on the abundance of 
insects. 

“And that really goes for so many 
more plants that many regard as a 
pest. 

“As a country we are surrounded 
by water which gives us an abun¬ 
dance of seaweed. 

“Again, this is a great food and 
should be taken seriously, especially 
as populations increase and growing 
food in ever-limited space is causing 
even greater concerns. 

“And yet, we are completely ignor¬ 
ing so many food sources.” 

Mr Evans said he works with many 
farmers in Kent who now welcome 
his team on to their land to forage for 
foods that the farmers regard as 
weeds. 

He said: “It really is a win-win for 
the farmers. We go on to their land, 
remove what from their point of view 
are just weeds and we pay them for it. 

“There has been so much talk 
about the over-use of herbicides, so 
this is one way of reducing the need to 
use so many chemicals.” 


Adding these things to foods that in¬ 
cludes meat can take a healthy diet to 
new heights. Equally, the diversity of 
plants which we are introducing to 
people’s diets allows for someone who 
is following a vegetarian or vegan 
diet to access a much greater range of 
nutrients than they would receive 
from the relatively small number of 
species offered by the current agricul¬ 
tural model.” 

A 2010 study by the Centre for Ag¬ 
riculture and Biosciences found Japa¬ 
nese knotweed costs the UK economy 
£166 million per year, with almost 
£11 million spent on battling the 
plant along road networks and wa¬ 
terways alone. 

The super-tough plant can burst 
through concrete, damage founda¬ 
tions and can only be disposed off at 
special sites. 

Mr Evans said: “I’m sure that a cer¬ 
tain amount of controlling the spread 
of the plant could be achieved by har¬ 
vesting and eating it. It’s not going to 
completely get rid of it but it will make 
a contribution. 

“Ironically, one of the current con¬ 
trol methods being explored is to in¬ 
troduce a bug from Japan which feeds 


on the knotweed and could therefore 
weaken the plants - rather than 
import a non-native insect as a 
control method we should eat it 
ourselves.” 

Estimates say getting rid of it costs 
around £1,000 per square foot be¬ 
cause so many rules have to be fol¬ 
lowed as laid down by the Environ¬ 
ment Agency. 

The Royal Horticultural Society 
said its eradication had added an ex¬ 
tra £70m to the cost of developing the 
site of London’s 2012 Olympics. 

Mr Evans said: “There is now an 
increasing number of London chefs 
who will use it in their dishes.” 

One of them is Pavel Kanja, head 
chef at west London fine dining 
restaurant Flat Three, who said some 
diners are confused when they see it 
on a menu, knowing it is regarded as 
a weed. But are hooked once they 
taste it - he uses it with beef and a 
syrup for a Champagne cocktail. 

Mr Evans said: “The knotweed is a 
great example of turning rubbish in 
to gold.”

When the chief executives of one of the 
county’s major NHS trusts said we should at 
least consider contributing to health costs, the 
furious response has led for calls for her to quit. 
But does she, in fact, actually have a fair point?

C OMMENTS made by a Kent health 
chief suggesting that free health¬ 
care on the NHS may no longer be 
viable have led to calls for her 
resignation. 

Speaking on BBC Radio Four last week, 
Dartford and Gravesham NHS Trust’s chief 
executive, Susan Acott, questioned the core 
NHS principle of universal healthcare free at 
the point of use after it was revealed the health 
service overspent its budget by a record £2.45 
billion in 2015-16. 

In relation to charging for care, she told the 
programme: “I think it’s something modern 
countries need to consider. Because we have 
our cherished NHS, I don’t think that should 
prevent sensible and intelligent discussions 
around whether free at the point of use is al¬ 
ways the right thing to do. 

“If you look at examples like dentistry and oph¬ 
thalmology we often contribute. So I certainly 
think it’s a question that needs to be asked.” 


In response, a number of health experts 
from across the county have slammed the 
comments, and reinforced their support for a 
free NHS. 

Dr Paul Hobday, a GP and prominent politi¬ 
cal campaigner who has more than 30 years’ 
experience working in Kent, told KoS: “She 
should resign. 

“We need managers who will whistleblow 
and stand up to the government. 

“She is speaking out of line, when she is 
supposed to be managing the health service. 
Managers should be fighting for more re¬ 
sources from central taxation.” 

Dr Hobday, who is a member of the National 
Health Action Party, believes the government 
wishes to replace the NHS with a US-style in¬ 
surance-based system, and he accused CEOs 
such as Ms Acott of ‘softening up’ the public to 
eventual privatisation. 

“A lot of CEOs are in place because they 
have toed the government line,” he said. 

“Those who are in key positions are the 
ones who are keen to implement the govern¬ 
ment’s plans.

policy, but on the other hand the health secretary is 
saying people should whistleblow. These are the peo¬ 
ple who should be whistleblowing. 

“It is a political choice, health, and we do not over¬ 
spend. We are spending less than many other devel¬ 
oped countries - even Greece. 

“I think the whole of the general public should be 
standing up and saying ‘why are the government not 
prepared to spend a reasonable amount on health¬ 
care?’” 

Dr Hobday claimed higher taxes would not neces¬ 
sarily have to be introduced to close the funding gap 
and pointed out that the NHS wastes money by ten¬ 
dering contracts to private providers. 

“Between five and ten billion pounds is wasted on 
running the market. By abolishing the market they 
could put the extra money into front-line services,” he 
said. 

“It is a waste of money running a competitive sys¬ 
tem - and by asking us to consider charging patients, 
she is asking for the abolition of the NHS.” 

Labour councillor Mike Eddy, who sits on Kent 
County Council’s health overview and scrutiny com¬ 
mittee stopped short of calling for Mrs Acott to step 
down, but did reveal a number of concerns. 

He told KoS: “These comments are unprincipled. 

“There are certain parts of the health service that 
charge, such as dentistry and opticians, but these are 
long-standing arrangements. 

“Such comments are extremely ill-advised and I 
would hope there would be a further explanation if 
not a retraction. 

“There is a financial crisis throughout the NHS and 
it’s made worse by the government trying to get doc¬ 
tors to work 24/7 when there aren’t the doctors to go 
around. 

“I can understand why a chief executive who is 
placed in an invidious position by this government 
policy is desperately trying to find a way of getting 
more money back into the system. 

“But charging patients who need treatment is not 
the best way to go about it. 

“It might be appropriate in the US, but then only the 
rich can afford treatment. 

“You do worry if you start charging there’s a danger 
of a return to the days of 1945 when poor people died 


in agony and the rich might have had a bit more 
comfort.” 

Helen Whately, MP for Faversham and Mid Kent, 
agreed that it could set a dangerous precedent, but 
also steered clear of calling for Mrs Acott’s head. 

“I don’t think that’s a conversation we need to be 
having because there’s so much that can be done dif¬ 
ferently to help the NHS cope with increasing de¬ 
mand,” she said. 

“As a country we will need to talk about whether we 
need to spend a larger amount of our GDP on health 
care, and do we do that through the tax payer or by 
people paying for their own care. 

“We don’t want to go in the direction of America be¬ 
cause the NHS is a service admired and envied around 
the world. 

“The most important thing is for patients to get high 
quality care when they need it. 

“Hospitals are trying to recruit more nurses to 
make sure there are enough on the wards which is 
tricky because the demand has gone up quicker than 
it takes to train them.” 

Cllr Eddy admitted he was fearful of the growing 
similarities between the evolution of the NHS and the 
health service in the US. 

“I think the government is doing all it can to priva¬ 
tise as much of the service as possible and that is detri¬ 
mental to patients. 

“The bodies which deliver these services are looking 
for profits and bonuses for their bosses. 

“You then get situations where private sector com¬ 
panies come in having looked at the accounts and 
think they can do it for cheaper. 

“If you’re prioritising the patient, privatisation just 
doesn’t work.” 

Such privatisation appears impossible to get away 
from, after a £12 6m contract to provide services in 
north Kent was controversially awarded to Richard 
Branson’s Virgin Care earlier this year. 

A number of health chiefs slammed the decision 
when it was announced in January, and a legal chal¬ 
lenge was made by the Kent Community Health Foun¬ 
dation Trust to suspend the contract over fears Virgin 
would be unable to deliver its services in time.

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During the row, the Department of 
Health confirmed that legally, clini¬ 
cal commissioning groups (CCGs) 
should make decisions on who should 
provide services based on the quality 
and value of the service offer, not 
price. 

Ken Rogers, lead governor of the 
Kent Community Health Foundation 
Trust, was one of those opposed to the 
Virgin Care deal, and also felt bring¬ 
ing universally free healthcare to an 
end would be to the country’s 
detriment. 

“I think it was probably something 
that was said off-the-cuff because of 
the difficult situation she is in,” he 
said. 

“I don’t think charging patients is a 
road we want to go down and it was 
most likely simply a way of telling the 
government we need more money. 

“Everybody agrees that patients 
are living longer and there are more 
complex medical issues that we are 
now aware of, so perhaps it is the case 
that financially we have not kept up 
with these innovations. 

“There’s always pressure to make 
savings and I agree with that princi¬ 
ple, but in the 21st century we 
shouldn’t be considering charging 
patients for healthcare. 

“The long term concern, though, is 
not just about money, it’s the short¬ 
age of doctors and nurses available 
because of how long it takes to train 
them.” 

Tory MP for Dartford Gareth John¬ 
son added: “I have no difficulty with 
discussing NHS funding issues to see 
where improvements can be made 
but we must never get to the stage 
where people are unwilling to seek 


medical treatment because they can¬ 
not afford it. 

“The strength of the NHS is the 
principle of being free at the point of 
delivery and that should not change. 

“The NHS ensures there is no need 
for sick people to sit at home as they 
can’t afford to be ill.” 

Some health trusts and CCGs in 
Kent have been forced to look over¬ 
seas in order to help ease the strain on 
services in the county. 

Last month, Timothy Brierley, a 
civil servant from Lyminge, near 
Folkestone, made history as he trav¬ 
elled across the Channel to undergo a 
standard gall bladder removal proce¬ 
dure and become the first British pa¬ 


tient to be treated in Calais on the NHS. 

The surgery was performed follow¬ 
ing the signing of a contract in 
January between Centre Hospitalier 
de Calais and the South Kent Coast 
CCG after the hospital made a bid to 
provide services at the end of last 
year. 

The decision - taken to help cut 
down waiting times for patients 
which currently stand at several 
months due to overwhelming de¬ 
mand - was slammed by the trade 
union, Unison, which described the 
move as “barking”, but Mr Brierley 
said the experience was “completely 
stress-free” and encouraged others to 
follow suit. 


Similarly, Medway CCG announced 
that it was considering drafting in 
doctors and nurses from France to 
help ease crippling demand in the dis¬ 
trict and beyond. 

However, a spokesperson insisted 
discussions were at a preliminary 
stage, no decisions had been defini¬ 
tively made, and that the use of clini¬ 
cal staff from across the Channel was 
only one of a number of options cur¬ 
rently being discussed. 

“Bringing in doctors and nurses 
has been a long-standing process to 
provide cover when we have prob¬ 
lems,” Cllr Eddy said. 

“We are lucky to be part of the EU 
in this instance but doctors have got 



very easy movement and similarly, 
being able to use hospitals in France 
or Italy, for example, and receive free 
treatment is beneficial for patients 
when on holiday. 

“I support using everything that is 
available, so if you can have a proce¬ 
dure in Calais, and you’re willing to 
travel, that’s fine, but I’d prefer doc¬ 
tors are travelling over here than 
vice-versa.” 

Mrs Whately disagreed: “Having to 
recruit from overseas is not the right 
thing to do in the long-term.” 

“We’re in the process of freeing up 
universities to help them offer more 
nursing degrees, but these are con¬ 
troversial because they won’t be giv¬ 
en bursaries. 

“But we hope this drive will help in¬ 
crease the number of nurses trained 
in the country in the long-term.” 

The respective chief executives of 
the Medway, East Kent and Maid¬ 
stone and Tunbridge Wells trusts de¬ 
clined to comment, and despite per¬ 
sistent attempts, Mrs Acott was also 
unavailable for further comment.

Romney Marsh defence project 
has ‘proved government wrong’ 

The Defend Our Coast Association is celebrating after a 12-year campaign finally came to an end this 
month when work on a £30m coastal defence scheme at the Lydd Ranges was officially completed...

A CAMPAIGN group that 
has helped deliver 
much-needed coastal 
defences in Lydd says it 
has “proved the govern¬ 
ment wrong” in its victory. 

The Defend Our Coast Association 
(DOC) was set up by local people liv¬ 
ing on the Romney Marsh in 2004, 
following what they believed was a 
lack of community involvement by 
government agencies during sea de¬ 
fence policy planning. 

Gradually gaining more and more 
support over the years, it pushed the 
Environment Agency to invest in re¬ 
inforcements and earlier this month, 
a £30m defence scheme that will pro¬ 
tect thousands of homes and busi¬ 
nesses between the Lydd Ranges and 
The Suttons in Camber, Sussex, was 
finally completed. 

Brigitte Bass, of the DOC, told KoS 
of the work the association has done 
over the last decade and beyond to 
help deliver essential protection. 

“It has been a long haul but obvi¬ 
ously we’re delighted to finally arrive 
here,” she said. 

“We realised that houses, includ¬ 
ing mine, were going to be in danger 
of being swallowed up by the sea, so 
we got together and formed a group 
so that people could have their say. 

“Not many people realise that if 
you lose your home to coastal flood¬ 
ing, you get no compensation 
whatsoever. 


“You can’t just protect bits here and 
there, you need protection for the 
whole of Romney Marsh. 

“Here we are, 12 years later, and 
we’ve nearly done it, but until the fi¬ 
nal piece is completed, the marsh 
won’t be safe.” 

The scheme is part of the bigger 
Folkestone to Cliff End Strategy 
which, once complete, will protect 
14,500 homes and businesses, a nu¬ 
clear power station, significant areas 
of designated habitat and two Minis¬ 
try of Defence firing ranges. 

The Lydd defences, known as the 
Broomhill Sands scheme, covers over 
2km of beach and is made up of new 
rock revetments shipped in from Nor¬ 
way, a new wave wall, increased 
beach shingle and new timber 
groynes. 

In addition to improved coastal 
protection, the new defences provide 
a wider path along the top of the de¬ 
fence and new pedestrian access 
steps and ramps down to the beach, 
providing protection to more than 
1,300 homes and 100 businesses. 

The huge defence has significantly 
increased the standard of protection 
to the area from one in 20 years to 
one in 200 years, taking into account 
predicted sea level rises. 

However, Ms Bass admitted it was 
far from an easy fight and the project 
was only delivered through the sheer 
bloody-mindedness of those involved 
in the campaign. 

“There’s a real community involve¬ 
ment in this and because of that I’m 
very proud. 

“The need for local people to have a 


say is common sense but it was not 
how government used to work then. 

“We have to have so much enthusi¬ 
asm and desire just to be on a level 
playing field with the big boys. 

“It took a lot of hard work, a lot of 
lobbying and many trips to Westmin¬ 
ster but it’s paid off. 

“When a group like us comes to¬ 
gether, I think government sits back 
and waits for them to run out of fund¬ 
ing or just burn out - but we’ve proved 
them very much wrong. 

“Most people don’t realise that the 
government does not have any legal 
obligation to maintain or build sea 
defences - they buy a house on the 
coast and think they’ll be looked after. 


“Money isn’t often spent here, it 
goes to more densely populated areas 
so for this to come to fruition is a real 
victory for us. 

Ms Bass was full of praise for the 
support of Shepway MP Damian Col¬ 
lins, without whom, she said, “we 
would not be where we are today”. 

Mr Collins, who was in attendance 
at the official opening on Friday, said: 
“The campaign has done extremely 
well having been there from the 
beginning and been an important 
driver throughout the whole process. 

“They’ve demonstrated what the 
strength of local feeling for the need 
to invest in projects such as these can 
achieve and there’s been a tremen¬ 


dous amount of community support 
and engagement. 

“It’s great to see the project being 
completed because this type of infra¬ 
structure is really well designed and 
built in a way that truly enhances the 
area. 

“What we are looking at is an intel¬ 
ligent defence strategy for the whole 
coast and Broomhill Sands is a really 
important piece of the jigsaw.” 

The Environment Agency’s opera¬ 
tions manager Ian Nunn said: “This 
project has been one of the largest 
construction projects the Environ¬ 
ment Agency has ever completed in 
the south east. 

“We sourced materials from 
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throughout Europe and staff, design¬ 
ers and contractors from across the 
country. 

“Over 250,000 tonnes of rock will 
absorb wave energy and protect the 
new defence itself. 

“The defence is nicely finished with 
a series of sculptures, created using 
funding from the Arts Council 
England.” 

The government says it is continu¬ 
ing to work closely with Natural Eng¬ 
land to complete the remaining 
schemes from the Folkestone to Cliff 
End Strategy. 

Last month thousands of home- 
owners received a boost as a world- 
first flood insurance scheme was giv¬ 
en the green light, benefitting 
residents across the county. 

The Flood Re scheme was launched, 
which requires all companies who 
provide home insurance in the UK to 
put around £180m into a central pot. 

Insurers can then place their poli¬ 
cies with the Flood Re scheme which 
means that claims for flood damage 


to homes are paid for out of the Flood 
Re pot. 

The benefit to homeowners is in¬ 
surance companies will be able to of¬ 
fer flood insurance at a more afforda¬ 
ble price and the excess on claims 
should be significantly reduced fol¬ 
lowing the introduction of a £250 
limit. 

Previously, excess levels were set so 
high it was costing thousands to capi¬ 
talise on a policy. 

The cost will ultimately fall on or¬ 
dinary policy-holders, who are likely 
to have to pay an extra £10.50 on 
their premiums on average. 

However, houses built since 2009 
will not be covered by the scheme to 
discourage developers from building 
on land at risk of flooding. 

Officials in the previously-affected 
areas of Maidstone and Yalding told 
us they full supported the principle 
of the scheme but only if it didn’t act 
as a distraction from the more press¬ 
ing demand for enhanced flood 
defences.

£90M BOOST FOR COASTAL BUSINESSES AND COMMUNITIES 


THE completion of the work on 
the Broomhill Sands project tied 
in with a government announce¬ 
ment this week that a £90m pot of 
cash was available for creative 
entrepreneurs across the 
country’s coastline. 

Community groups and 
businesses in Broadstairs, 
Ramsgate, Margate, Folkestone, 
Dover and more are being invited 
to bid for a share of the investment 
which was released on Monday 

The funding is available 
throughout the UK over the next 
four years to support plans to reel 
in jobs and revitalise much-loved 
seaside areas which historically 
have been hotspots for tourism. 

Since 2012, the government has 
invested over £120m in seaside 
areas through a dedicated 
Coastal Communities Fund, and 
analysis has shown it to be money 
well spent with every £1 invested 
having the potential to create an up 
to £8 boost to coastal economies. 

As well as publicly-funded 
schemes like Broomhill Sands, 
there has also been an upward 
curve of private investment in the 
county, with Folkestone in particu¬ 
lar benefitting from a number of 
projects backed by the Sir Roger 
De Haan Charitable Trust. 

Meanwhile last week saw the 
announcement that Kent boasted 
the most Blue Flag beaches in the 
UK - up to eleven from nine in 2014, 
after meeting the highest standards 
for cleanliness, facilities and water 
quality set by Keep Britain Tidy. 



Jo James, chief executive of the 
Kent Invicta Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, felt a combination of these 
factors was an indication that Kent’s 
coastline could once again be a 
booming business. 

She told KoS: ‘ Any potential 
money that we can get to build on 
our local tourism is good because 
it gives businesses the opportunity 
to boost the local economy. 

“It further builds on last week’s 
Blue Flag success, and proves that 
east Kent seems to be experienc¬ 
ing a rise back to its heyday. 

“Many years ago it was a 
thriving place of tourism, with 
people from London wanting to 
come down, but over the years it 
lost that a little bit. 


“Now, though, there’s starting to 
be a revival, as demonstrated by 
the Turner [Contemporary art 
gallery in Margate], which we can 
tap into.” 

Communities secretary, and MP 
for Tunbridge Wells, Greg Clark 
(pictured) said following the 
release of the £90m cash earlier 
this week: “Our Great British coast 
has enormous economic potential 
and we are determined to see it 
thrive all year round. 

“That’s why today we’re invest¬ 
ing £90m in exciting new business 
ideas across our much-loved 
seaside areas - bringing not just a 
wave of enthusiasm but also 
creating thousands of good new 
jobs too. 

“And with grants of up to £4m 
each available, I’d urge our coastal 
entrepreneurs and communities to 
get involved.” 

Communities minister Mark 
Francois, who last week visited 
Medway, and discussed plans for a 
new stadium for Gillingham 
Football Club, said: “Over the past 
few years we’ve seen a sea-change 
in investment across our Great 
British Coast - with today’s £90m 
building on the £120m we’ve 
already pumped in. 

“This money is all about 
generating jobs and boosting 
businesses, so if you’ve got a good 
idea we want to hear from you. 

“We’re rightly proud of our 
country’s seaside past but this new 
money means that we can also look 
forward to its bright future.”

The Jolly Boys Exhibition, which 
also includes a re-creation of the 
Trotters’ Peckham flat, starts this 
Saturday, May 28, and runs until 
June 5. 

A spokeswoman for Dreamland 


said: “The response for tickets has 
proved very strong and there’s been a 
great deal of interest. Only Fools and 
Horses is a much-loved show and 
we’re looking forward to welcoming 
fans here.”

IT was rare for Only Fools and 
Horses to be filmed so much on 
location, but for the longer 
Christmas specials a trip to 
Margate was the perfect setting 
for a classic episode. 

For the likes of Del Boy, Rodney 
and Uncle Albert the August Bank 
Holiday meant just one thing - the 
Jolly Boys’ Outing. For the 
regulars of the Nag’s Head, it was 
a chance to take to a coach and 
head for the sea air, jellied eels 
and fairground rides of Kent’s 
tourist hotspot. 

The cast were filmed driving 


down to the Kent coast - stopping 
off enroute at what was once the 
Roman Galley pub on the Thanet 
Way, near Herne Bay. It has long 
since been converted into 
housing. 

There the gang took in a few 
early drinks only for the bus 
driver to have one too many and 
then be unable to drive - much to 
the dismay of Denzel who is 
drafted in as his replacement. 

The coach then explodes after 
one of Del’s dodgy car stereos 
overheats - a scene shot in a car 
park in Cliftonville. 


After a day in Margate of riding 
the rollercoaster - and memorably 
the Mary Rose ship - at Dream¬ 
land, the gang discover that as 
they arrive at Margate station, a 
rail strike means there is no ride 
home and they are stuck in the 
town. 

Scattering to try and find rooms 
on one of the busiest days of the 
summer, Del and Rodney end up 
at a hotel, scenes of which were 
shot in Dolby Square, Cliftonville. 

Millions tuned in to watch the 
episode and it remains one of the 
show’s best-loved outings.

After fighting illness, now talent 
has seen dream derailed by cash 

Tom Pyman looks at how a teenager cannot fulfil her potential due to a glitch in government funding 


A DARTFORD dancing 
prodigy who battled a 
debilitating illness when 
she was younger is fac¬ 
ing the prospect of miss¬ 
ing out on her dream career due to 
bizarre allowances about funding. 

Jessica Wright, 18, overcame a rare 
condition to secure a place at one of 
the country’s top performing arts col¬ 
leges, but her ability to take up the of¬ 
fer is now in jeopardy. 

Her application to Laine Theatre 
Arts in Epsom, Surrey, earlier this 
year was successful, but with fees of 
over £17,000 a year, plus living costs, 
Miss Wright is struggling to generate 
enough cash to follow her dream. 

While most of her friends will apply 
for university degrees, and receive 
full support in paying tuition fees via 
the government’s student loan 
scheme, Miss Wright is stuck in 
limbo. 

The government announced re¬ 
cently that it was bringing the age of 
eligibility for its Advanced Learner 
Loan - used to support students on 
courses such as the musical theatre 
one she hopes to feature on - down to 
19 from 24. 

However, like many others, Miss 
Wright will still only be 18 when she 
finishes her A Levels this summer 
and will therefore not be able to apply 
for a grant. 

“It’s really difficult because I see my 
friends getting five university offers, 
they’ve written their personal state¬ 
ments and everything seems to be in 
place,” she told KoS. 

“But when you’ve worked really 


hard to do so many auditions and 
then finally get a place, only to face 
the prospect of not getting in because 
it’s so expensive, it’s really 
frustrating. 

“The worst bit is that it’s that which 
is stopping me, rather than myself. 

“The qualification I’d be getting is 
one of the highest standard - it’s no 
less prestigious than a top degree - 
but the same kind of funding is not 
available and it’s infuriating.” 

Miss Wright’s ability or experience 
is not in question, having featured in 
Billy Elliott: The Musical at London’s 
West End Victoria Palace Theatre 
among a number of other performing 
roles. 

However, an admissions officer at 
Laine told us stories like Miss Wright’s 
are far from uncommon. 

“This is the first time they have 
lowered the age to 19 but it is strange 
that it is not also available to 18-year- 
olds,” she said. 

“We’ve had hundreds of applicants 
in a similar position to Jessica and 
there don’t appear to be any other 
grants available. 

“There are career development 
loans able to be accessed by banks, 
but for these students they’re of no 
use because they offer them for a 
maximum of two years, including the 
year of graduation, and our course is 
three years long. 

“We are supported by the Council 
for Dance Education and Training 
which has been lobbying hard to fur¬ 
ther reduce the age of the Advanced 
Learner Loan. 

“But until then they are having to

rely on private sponsorship and 
there’s of course not an awful lot of 
that out there.” 

But Miss Wright is a young girl 
well-equipped for a fight, after com¬ 
ing down with an unusual kidney 
disorder known as Nutcracker Syn¬ 
drome in 2013 which left her unable 
to dance for two years. 

This is the compression of the left 
renal vein between the aorta and the 
superior mesenteric artery, which re¬ 
sults in elevated pressure and collat¬ 
eral vein development. 

After weeks of meetings with puz¬ 
zled doctors, Miss Wright was finally 
diagnosed and underwent surgery to 
have her kidney removed and re-at- 
tached again with the affected blood 
vessels untangled. 

“I started getting a pain in my back 
and stomach and I thought I’d just 


pulled a muscle or something, but it 
persisted and that indicated that 
something was wrong,” she said. 

“I went to hospital and they strug¬ 
gled to find out the problem was be¬ 
cause it’s so rare and a lot of doctors 
aren’t educated on it or don’t even 
know it exists. 

“It was quite a long time until they 
found out exactly what it was when I 
was referred to St Thomas’ and a con¬ 
sultant who knew what it was and 
recommended surgery. 

“There I had a vein reimplantation 
which involved them taking out the 
squashed part, untangling it and 
reattaching it. 

“Ultimately I couldn’t dance for 
two years due to various pains when¬ 
ever I exercised or increased blood 
flow so had to begin considering oth¬ 
er career options. 

“Having been in and out of hospital 
and meetings with medical profes¬ 
sionals I thought that could have 
been an option and started looking at 
neuropsychology and occupational 
therapy. 

“But it wasn’t until I started writ¬ 
ing personal statements for universi¬ 
ty that I realised dancing was what I 
really wanted, so I worked hard to get 
back into a position where I could do 
that. 

“You have to make sure you are do¬ 
ing what you really love because it’s 
such a big investment and it’s just not 
worth it otherwise.” 

Miss Wright defied the odds to re¬ 
ceive an offer from Laine which has 
an exceptionally small intake of just 
70 students but its pricey fees are 


threatening to be too much of an 
obstacle. 

Most students have to rely on 
wealthy parents or private sponsor¬ 
ship to afford the fees. 

She has been saving her wages 
from a part time job at a jewellers in 
Bluewater, but with a total of some 
£75,000 probably needed, that may 
prove to be little more than a drop in 
the ocean. 

Mum, Julie, has supported her 
daughter as much as she can and, 
along with her husband, last week 
tried to help raise money by perform¬ 
ing a small gig in front of friends and 
family at the Conservative Club in 
Dartford. 

But like most parents, funding a 
three-year training course on top of 
allowances for food and accommoda¬ 
tion is just not possible. 

“As parents it’s awful having to 
watch her struggle,” Mrs Wright said. 

“She has come back from her ill¬ 
ness and absolutely worked her socks 
off - getting up at 6 am every day to 
practice dancing as well as working 
part time on top of her A Levels. 

“There’s just this black hole where 
people are falling down because 
there’s no support available between 
18 and 19 and it’s not acceptable.” 

As well as writing to various busi¬ 
nesses in the hope of securing private 
sponsorship, Miss Wright has set up a 
crowdfunding page, and those wish¬ 
ing to donate can do so at bit. 
ly/lVjuc7a.

g some tips on garden sheds

Ith the 
weather get¬ 
ting warm¬ 
er, many 

people will 
be pleased to have the oppor¬ 
tunity to get out into the 
garden. 

With summer on the way, 
now could be the perfect time 
to instal a garden shed, or give 
your existing one a revamp. 

For those planning to carry¬ 
ing out some DIY in the com¬ 
ing weeks, here are five top 
tips about garden sheds that 
can help. 

1. Garden sheds are usual¬ 
ly either wooden or metal. The 
metal ones are often easier 
and quicker to build and, un¬ 
like wood, need little mainte¬ 
nance. 

They’re more resistant to 
fire, rodents and insects than 
wooden ones, although can be 
less able to withstand storms 
and high winds, are noisy 
when it’s raining and are hot 
inside during summer and 
cold in winter. 

2. Wooden sheds generally 
look more attractive and, be¬ 
cause they’re made from a 
natural material, blend into 
the garden better. If you’re not 
keen on a natural look, it’s 
easy to jazz them up. 

Garden wood paints, such 
as the Cuprinol Garden Shades 
range (currently on offer at 
B&Q, two 2.51tr tins for £30), 
come in lots of different col¬ 


ours these days, so there’s 
something for everyone. 

Stripes, for example, create 
a beach-hut effect, while 
creamy yellows and pastel 
greens and blues are perfect 
for a pretty pop of colour that’s 
not too jarring. Unless they’re 
pre-treated, wooden sheds 
should first be treated with 
wood preserver. 

Aesthetics aside, applying 
garden-wood paint or stain 
should also help prolong the 
life of the shed, as will main¬ 
taining it from time to time. 

3. Your shed will need a 



firm base, typically a concrete 
slab. Wooden sheds should 
come with a floor, whereas 
metal sheds usually have the 
concrete base as the floor. 

It’s certainly possible to lay 
the base and build the shed 
yourself if you’re an experi¬ 
enced and competent DIYer. 

An easier option would be 
to get a landscape gardener or 
builder to do it, although this 
can be expensive, especially 
with a large shed. 

You may be able to pay ex¬ 
tra for the manufacturer to 
erect the shed when it’s deliv¬ 
ered, but the base will already 
need to be in place.

4. If you’re short of living 
space indoors, then a garden 
shed can be converted into 
something more than just 
storage. 

As long as it’s easily acces¬ 
sible from the house and (pref¬ 
erably) has electricity and in¬ 
sulation, it can be an ideal 
place to do quiet or noisy ac¬ 
tivities. Sheds can make good 
workrooms or studios or be 
used as music or games rooms, 
home offices, gyms or dens. 


5. Fitting out your shed 
with everything needed to 
make it useable and comforta¬ 
ble won’t necessarily be cheap, 
but it should be cheaper than 
moving house. You can con¬ 
vert an existing shed, or buy 
one tailored to your needs, 
complete with all mod cons. 
Specialist companies produce 
off-the-shelf and bespoke de¬ 
signs, including contempo¬ 
rary garden buildings, with 
everything included for a fully 
functioning room.

S PRING is a good 
time to sell your 
home.

Making sure you mow 
the lawn and keep your 
flower beds tidy could be 
your most profitable pas¬ 
time, according to new 
research. 

Some 72 per cent of 
2,000 home owners who 
took part in a survey con¬ 
ducted by National Garden¬ 
ing Gift Vouchers believe 
that a presentable garden 
adds value to a home. 

First impressions are im¬ 
portant and if your front 
garden needs a quick make¬ 
over, consider buying a cou¬ 
ple of standard trees or 
shrubs to put either side of 
the front door for a grander 
entrance. 

Tatty steps can be masked 
with pots of evergreens 
which will last even when 
spring and summer are 
over, just in case you don’t 


sell the house immediately. 

Hide eyesores such as 
dustbins by putting up a 
framework of trellis in front 
of them and plant fast¬ 
growing climbers over it, 
even if you have to plant the 
climbers in pots. 

Certain design strategies 
can help make the garden 
seem bigger. If you have a 
narrow or L-shaped gar¬ 
den, consider dividing into 
two areas and introduce 
archways or pergolas 
which will make it seem 
bigger. 

Add curves to a bed to 
make it more interesting, 
while strategically-placed 
outdoor mirrors can also 
make an area feel greater. 

They say the smell of 
bread baking or freshly 
brewed coffee helps sell a 
house, but a gorgeously fra¬ 
grant front garden may 
also help, if you plant low 
lavender hedges along the 
driveway or other scented 
plants near your front door. 

Eden Project horticultur¬ 
ist Lucy Wenger offers these 
budget-conscious tips:

Budget bedding plants 

A tray of tagetes (marigolds) or antirrhinum (snapdragons) will add 
instant colour to your garden. They come in a range of bright oranges, 
reds and yellows and both will bloom beautifully throughout the 
summer. 

Look out for argyranthemums, whose bright and cheerful daisy 
flowers bloom in an array of colours. 

They look great in the garden or in big flower pots, but don’t plant 
them out until the last frosts have passed, usually around late May. 
Feed them weekly with tomato food in the summer and keep them well 
watered in the heat - snip off any dead flower heads to keep them look¬ 
ing good. They should last until the end of the summer. 



Hanging baskets 

Make the approach to your front door fresh and invit¬ 
ing with a fragrant hanging basket. Use multi-purpose 
compost and add water-retaining gel. Trailing surfinias 
(try Surfinia ‘Blue Vein’ for scent as well) and bacopa 
should thrive in a sunny spot, but for shadier corners, try 
lobelia and trailing fuchsia to create a lush display. Feed 
them weekly in the summer with tomato food and keep 
well watered - which may mean twice a day in summer. 


Lawn care 

Create a greener, lusher lawn by feeding and seeding it. 
Regular mowing in the summer should keep it healthy. 
Between May and August, pick a cool, moist day to apply 
a summer lawn fertiliser or chicken manure pellets. 
Sprinkle them across your lawn and lightly water.

Revitalise wooden fences, gates and sheds 
by giving them a lick of paint, using paint 
specifically designed for outside use. To fo¬ 
cus attention on the plants, use a colour to 
divert the eye away from fences and gates 
such as holly green. This will make them 
melt into the background. 

Jane Templar, garden buyer at Homebase, 


suggests: “Think about creating a walkway, 
either through or around your garden. 

“This provides a route for potential buyers 
when they are looking around and means 
they don’t get muddy as they go. Stone 
makes for a good path in almost any home, 
although if your house has a cottage-like 
feel, consider a gravel path, as this is more in 
keeping with the style of the property.”

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Historic tower sale sparks 
controversy over its funding 

Chris Murphy on the latest twist in the saga of Hadlow Tower as it prepares to be 
sold on the open market; despite £4m investment of grant and lottery funding... 


I T HAS been dubbed a real life 
Rapunzel’s Tower but this re¬ 
markable building in Kent 
could become one of the most 
unusual homes in the country. 
But that has caused a major contro¬ 
versy locally, and even the lottery 
fund is angry. 

Hadlow Tower, near Tonbridge, 
has been used as a luxury holiday 
home, commanding as much as 
£2,000 a week after it was taken 
over, restored - using lottery funding 
- and made a retreat. 

The firm behind it, the Vivat Trust, 
collapsed, however, and now it is on 
the open market. 

Just like Rapunzel who was locked 
away in the tallest tower and only 
rescued when she let down her long 
hair, the Hadlow Tower was also built 
to contain a hapless woman. 

This 175-foot tall Grade I listed 
tower, one of the tallest single proper¬ 
ties in the UK, was built in 1838. 
Known as May’s Folly, it was commis¬ 
sioned by wealthy businessman Wal¬ 
ter May to house his wife, whom he 
suspected of conducting a love affair 
with a local farmer. 



But near 200 years later, it is set to 
change hands again when it is sold 
through agents Eddisons, based in 
London. 

Associate director of the agents, 
Abdul Jambo, said: “It will be down to 
the new buyer to decide what to do 



with their purchase. 

“But it would certainly be one of 
Britain’s most novel private homes if 
that is what they decide to do with it. 
It is higher than Nelson’s Column to 
give it some perspective if anyone has 
not seen it.” 


And he did point out: “The Vivat 
Trust was using the properties as hol¬ 
iday homes, so a similar or residential 
use is the obvious choices for the 
properties. 

“However on Hadlow Tower the 
trust did accept grant monies which 
suggest the property must be open to 
the public during a set period every 
year.” 

Having survived the Second World 
War, where it was used as an obser¬ 
vation tower to warn of incoming 
waves of Luftwaffe aircraft, the goth¬ 
ic masterpiece was seriously dam¬ 
aged in the great storm of 1987. 

Some 30 years later, the Vivat 
Trust took it over and with the help of 
cash from fundraisers, the lottery, 
and English Heritage, and a full resto¬ 
ration was carried out at a cost of 
around £4m. 

Now Vivat has gone into liquida¬ 
tion, the tower is on the market - a 
move which worries locals. 

Caroline Elcombe, from the Save 
Hadlow Tower Action Group, said: “I 
am very angry we are being ignored. 
I put 15 years of my life in to getting 
this building restored. We are all pas¬ 



sionate about this building.” 

A spokesman for the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund said: “We are currently in 
dialogue with the joint liquidators re¬ 
garding its future. In light of our in¬ 
vestment in the building, we will be 
working closely with them to ensure it 
continues to be properly cared for with

“However, if the property is sold to 
a private individual we will look at 
the possibility of recouping a percent¬ 
age of our £2.8m grant.” 

Backing them, local historian Roger 


Stanley said: “The lottery didn’t give all 
that money just so some rich individual 
could have a nice country pile. It is im¬ 
portant to Hadlow.” 

The agent said because it is so novel 
in design and pretty much nothing 


else like it exists in the UK, there is no 
guide price. Mrjambo said: “We have 
rarely, if ever, seen anything compa¬ 
rable come to the open market. 

“Because of this, we’ll be leaving 
the market to decide.”

F OR gardeners, sunshine 
and showers is more often 
than not, the perfect com¬ 
bination to allow their 
gardens to flourish.

Below, timbers from the HMS Namur found on the site 

Dockyard’s £9m salute to treasure 
discovered beneath the floorboards

F OR anyone who has paid a 
visit over the years to the 
Historic Dockyard Chatham, 
you’ll know that the vast 
sprawling estate is a quite 
remarkable testament to Medway’s, 
and indeed the nation’s, maritime 
history. 

Everywhere you look, the relics of 
the heavy boat-building industry lies 
preserved around you; from the cav¬ 
ernous covered slips which once wit¬ 
nessed warships being built and 
equipped from the ground up, to the 
quarter of a mile long ropery where 
teams worked tirelessly to create the 
mile-upon-mile of ropes needed for 
the Navy fleet. 

You can almost smell the slabs of 
iron and hulking wooden timbers in 
the air, mingling with the gentle wa¬ 
ters of the mouth of the River Medway 
acting as the essential boundary of 
the 80-acre site. 

Since its closure in 1984 - a deci¬ 
sion which dealt a devastating blow 
to thousands of the local community 
who relied on it for their livelihood, 
be it directly or indirectly - it has 
since blossomed again as a unique 
tourist destination of international 
renown. 

Taken over by a trust tasked with 
its restoration, it pulls in some 
175,000 visitors a year - a figure 
which rises year-on-year - but now, 
for the first time, it has added, rather 
than renovated, a building on the 
site. 

It is a modest addition - a building 
which bridges the gap between two 
existing sites but which showcases a 
find unique in its historic 
significance. 

Because what lies within is the star 
attraction of a £9m addition to the 
dockyard which displays historical 
finds and background with the latest 
touch screen modern technology to 


tell the story of the golden age of sail. 
An era when Britain really did rule 
the waves. 

But the route to unveiling the im¬ 
pressive Command of the Oceans 
project was far from conventional - nor 
was the discovery of its centrepiece. 

When the Chatham Historic Dock¬ 
yard Trust said it wanted to make 
changes to the building back in 1995, 
it was advised by English Heritage 
that it should call in archaeologists to 
conduct a survey. 

It was not an unusual request; the 
site is festooned with buildings of sig¬ 
nificance - almost 50 are scheduled 
ancient monuments, the rest either 
Grade I or II listed. 

What they would find surprised 
everyone. 

While showing KoS around the at¬ 
traction, which opened this week, 
Alex Patterson, collections, galleries 
and visitor experience manager, ex¬ 
plained: “They got to the third layer 
and uncovered a different type of 
flooring - different to the Victorian 
panelling they had experienced. 

“They quickly came to realise it 


was from a ship’s planking and a high 
concentration of timbers.” 

Certainly re-using materials after 
ships were broken up for the con¬ 
struction of buildings or flooring was 
nothing new for the dockyard. 

Mr Patterson adds: “They would 
just reuse parts of boats. All the Royal 
Naval buildings were constructed 
from former warships. The Navy was 
one of the first upscalers in that 
respect. 

“Timber was so valuable, so they 
could make these huge buildings by 
building them out of ships. 

“There are buildings here which 
would have been made out of ships 
used during the Dutch Wars of the 
late 17th century for example.” 

What they had discovered were the 
remains of one of the most historical 
of warships - the HMS Namur. 

Its battle history outranks that of 
the likes of the HMS Victory, Nelson’s 
flagship at Trafalgar; historian Dan 
Snow described it as “the ship that de¬ 
fines the course of British history”. 

It served in the Seven Years War, 
the American War of Independence 


and the French revolution and Napo¬ 
leonic wars. 

Visitors will see all the 245 timbers 
exactly how they were found. It is a 
strangely awe-inspiring sight - huge 
imposing slices of wood lying in what 
feels like a moodily-lit underground 
chamber. The markings of tools from 
when the Namur was built at the 
dockyard in 1756 still clear to see. 

A little imagination of the feet that 
walked these planks, the sights the 
Namur would have seen, the places it 
travelled, stimulates the mind in¬ 
stantly. 

“It took about 10 years to identify 
it,” explains Mr Patterson. “Through 
measurements and the archive we 
started to look at when the building 
was created - and in 1834 a new floor 
was requested - so we looked at the 
ships being broken up at the time. 

“There were two - one of which 
was the Namur. Further study of 
measurements and marks on the tim¬ 
ber themselves identified it.” 

So just why was this ship’s skeleton 
laid here? 

“Look at the sheer scale and quan¬ 
tity of the beams lying here,” says Mr 
Patterson. “There’s far too many to 
support a floor - so there must have 
been a reason for it. 

“This is a unique find. A lot of ship 
finds are under water. The details are 
so much more than from the Mary 
Rose, for example. 

“None of the timbers have been 
lifted so the ground they are sat on is 
the ground on which they were laid 
in 1834. 

“Are we certain its the Namur? As 
much as we can be. By linking the 
surveys - laser and physically meas¬ 
uring them - and matching them to 
the type of ship.” 

One theory is that the dockyard’s 
captain superintendent at the time 
the floor was laid was Admiral James 
Alexanger Gordon. He had served on 
the vessel and it may have been his af¬ 
fection for the vessel which saw quite 


so many of its relics form part of the 
dockyard’s very structure. 

“But who knows,” says Mr Patter¬ 
son. “What we do know is that she 
was built here, launched here and 
ended her life here. 

“When discovered it was highlight¬ 
ed as one of the most important finds 
since the Mary Rose. It’s not complete 
but the 10 per cent we have is hugely 
significant. This is the original ship so 
hugely important in the national 
context.” 

In addition to the timbers, there is a 
large display of artefacts from the In¬ 
vincible - a French warship captured 
by the British in 1747 and used by 
Chatham’s shipwrights to create a 
new generation of warships for the 
Royal Navy. It sank by accident in 
Portsmouth in 1758 and was only re¬ 
discovered in 1979. The items recov¬ 
ered from the wreck have long laid in 
storage - until now. 

A range of items are on display 
from the 600 stored in Chatham. 

Funding for the £9m project came 
from a £4.8m grant from the Herit¬ 
age Lottery Fund, support from the 
Homes & Communities Agency, and 
the generosity of donors and the trust 
which runs the site. 

Visitors will find plenty of video dis¬ 
plays - presented by the BBC’s Fiona 
Bruce - and a host of interactive tab¬ 
lets to find out masses of background 
information. 

There’s also a wall which lists the 
names, roles and salaries of the 2,000 
workers at the dockyard at one point 
it is history - everyone from the ship¬ 
wrights to the rat catchers. 

Even if you have little prior interest 
of knowledge of this country’s naval 
past, then the Historic Dockyard 
Chatham has once again proved that 
it can educate, entertain and inspire 
in equal measure.

Festival of 
Flight all set 
for take-off 


With tough new safety regulations in place, 
following the Shoreham crash, organisers of 
Biggin Hill’s air show are gearing up for the 
biggest and bet yet. Chris Murphy reports. 


O RGANISERS of next 
month’s Festival of 
Flight air show in Big¬ 
gin Hill say they are 
expecting another 
sell-out crowd - the first since 
the Shoreham disaster last year. 

The crash in West Sussex, 
when a jet failed to pull out of a 
looping stunt and hit the A27 
near the airfield killing 11, 
sparked a major review into 
safety procedures in order to 
protect the safety of partici¬ 
pants, spectators and those liv¬ 
ing nearby. 

Among them were key re¬ 
quirements from the Civil Avia¬ 
tion Authority (CAA) that must 
be met to allow such events to 
take place. 

A spokesman for the Festival 
of Flight, which takes place on 
June 11 said: “We have reviewed 


all the new CAA rules and imple¬ 
mented them. 

“Risk assessments are on a 
higher level and have been inde¬ 
pendently reviewed and en¬ 
dorsed. Safety remains of para¬ 
mount importance.” 

And they added there were 
strict limits on the numbers 
who could attend and that there 
would be no tickets available on 
the gate on the day. 

The spokesman added: “The 
limit on spectator numbers is 
18,000. This is to ensure no 
over-crowding. Admission sales 
will close when this figure is 
reached and admission is by 
ticket only.” 

The event will showcase some 
of the big crowd pleasers, among 
them the Red Arrows, Hurri¬ 
cane, Spitfire, Lancaster, Chi¬ 
nook, an 


Apache helicopter and many 
more both in the air and on the 
ground. 

The organisers added: “We are 
planning some spectacular py¬ 
rotechnics to support certain 
items in the afternoon flying 
display from a company that has 
done work on the James Bond 
movies.” 

The Apache attack helicop¬ 
ter’s weapons load includes a 
rapid-fire gun, rockets and mis¬ 
siles. The 


pyrotechnics will be designed to 
add a high degree of realism to 
the simulated attack by the heli¬ 
copter using the 30mm gun, 
rocket strikes and a Hellfire 
missile launch. 

Organiser Colin Hitchins said: 
“We want the display to be as ex¬ 
citing and photogenic as possi¬ 
ble as it will be fully in context 
with what the Apache can 
achieve in its operational mili¬ 


tary role. 

“It is a hawkish-looking ma¬ 
chine, the best description is 
that it is a well-armed flying 
tank.”

Farmer Jimmy Doherty is championing the Jersey Royal, which he calls the ‘Champagne of potatoes’ 


H E might be known for his 
rare-breed pigs, but en¬ 
tomologist-turned-farm¬ 
er Jimmy Doherty’s latest 
initiative lets their veggie 
sidekick - the humble potato - do the 
talking. 

“The Jersey Royal is an iconic food 
item and something we should cele¬ 
brate,” the 40-year-old enthuses of 
his collaboration with the seasonal 
spud. “If the Italians or French had 
this, they would be going on about it 
all the time.” 

Since taking on a 100-acre farm 
more than 10 years ago, which was 
famously documented in BBC Two se¬ 
ries Jimmy’s Farm, Mr Doherty has 
made a name for himself in the world 
of TV, appearing in shows including 


Food Unwrapped and Jamie and Jim¬ 
my’s Friday Night Feast, with child¬ 
hood friend Jamie Oliver. 

Add to that three books and a 
number of free-range food products, 
and it stands to reason that he’s the 
ideal patron to champion the unique 
Jersey crop - or as he dubs it, “the 
Champagne of potatoes.” 

Available from April until the end 
of June, Jersey Royals’ Protected Des¬ 
ignation of Origin status means its 
five-generational farmers use 
130-year-old techniques to ensure 
their nutty flavour, creamy consist¬ 
ency and flaky skins. 

Delivered to supermarkets within 
48 hours of being gathered up, the 
TV foodie is also a firm believer 
that these potatoes - and other varie¬

ties - should be a diet staple. 

“We forget potatoes are full of vita¬ 
min C, antioxidants and fibre, and 
we’re moving to other carbohydrates 
like rice and pasta. We should go back 
to eating lots of potatoes. 

“It’s about portion control, that’s 
all,” he adds, in response to any spud 
critics, and the father-of-three prac¬ 
tises what he preaches at home. 

“The simplest way [to serve Jersey 
Royals] is freshly dug with butter, but 
I use them for my kids all the time as 
mini roast potatoes. 

“Rather than peeling and chop¬ 
ping, I just put them straight in the 
roaster and they love them.” 

“I wish we could emulate what Jer¬ 
sey does,” he continues. “ If all of the 
schools [across the UK] were excited 


by Jersey Royal season, and did little 
competitions where they grow the 
potatoes, it would show pride and re¬ 
spect for the environment.” 

It’s an ethos he looks to implement 
at Jimmy’s Farm, which today boasts 
a nature trail, butterfly house, award¬ 
winning restaurant, science and food 
festivals - and a zoo licence in the 
pipeline. 

When he’s not running the land, 
the star feels lucky to be dipping his 
toe in the world of showbiz - and even 
luckier, on occasion, to be doing so 
with good pal Mr Oliver. 

Next up, he’s pleased to be hosting 
a show that will see him travel to all 
corners of the globe, in search of peo¬ 
ple who’ve swapped the rat race for 
the wilderness.

ossovers makeover iooks gooa 

PREVIEW: Peugeot’s 2008 shows off a rarity - a facelift that makes a good car 
look a whole lot better than before... 


R ARELY are motoring facelifts 
completely successful. 

They vary from underwhelming to 
shocking - like a celeb who has 
overdone the plastic surgery. 

But Peugeot has got it just right for the 
revamped 2008 junior crossover, arriving soon. 

Essentially a compact and clever car that is 
nice to drive and with a unique selling point that 
I shall come to later, it just lacked something in 
style - no longer. 

It now gets the latest and more assertive 
Peugeot front end treatment and mid to high 
spec models acquire chunky wheel arch 
extensions and scuff plates to go with the pseudo 
off-roader styling. 

There’s even an ‘Ultimate Red’ colour option - 
pioneered on the brand’s 308GTi performance 
star and now giving a bit of attitude to the 2008 
- plus the sporty GT Line spec seen on several 
other Peugeots. 

Apart from the smart new grille, Peugeot has 
also added chic and shaped black and chrome 
headlamps and 3D LED rear lights, with the 
marque’s distinctive lion’s-claw motif. 

There wasn’t much wrong with the cabin: 
fitted out with high quality materials and 
generous stowage, and airy with or without 
a Peugeot signature Cielo panoramic roof, 


it is roomy for the size of car. 

The versatile rear cabin allows a 410-litre 
boot to transform swiftly to 1,400-litre load 
space, accessed across a low load sill of just 
60cm. 

But the 2008’s big plus from the start was the 
Grip Control super traction control, on engines 


above lOObhp. This delivers 4x4 style grip from 
the car’s front-wheel drive only layout: hmmm, 
yes, I was skeptical, until I went to the car’s 
original launch in 2013 and Peugeot asked me 
to drive up and down an indoor ski slope. 

It works, so I expect the latest 2008 versions 
to perform out of their facelifted skins too.

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Clio, 25 - and looking at her best 

A quarter century on and Renault’s supermini star looks and drives better than 
ever, while also delivering all-round practicality, writes Steve Loader... 



R ENAULT is currently 
celebrating the Clio’s 
25th birthday - and 
rightly so, as it’s been the 
French marque’s glamour 
girl and saviour several times over 
those years. 

Now in her fourth incarnation, the 
Clio is also at her best and most 
eye-catching. 

Indeed, the latest car’s arrival four 
years ago heralded a new corporate 
style that sparked a revival of sales 
and image for Renault. 

With a wide stance and the 
slim-waisted effect of the side feature 
sill - also effective on Renault’s 
Captur crossover - this supermini 
has a lean and sporty look whether 
it’s the £11,145 Expression entry 
model or a scorching Renaultsport 
performance flagship. 

And one would have to be a 
Philistine to moan about the lack of a 
racy three-door option, to comple¬ 
ment the one-size-fits-all five-door 
layout. 

This argument is helped by hidden 
rear door handles suggesting coupe 
rather than hatchback lines; “oh, 
that old trick” I hear you say, 
because it truly has been over-used 
-just look at the sad job done on the 
Honda HR-V - but it’s been nicely 


and properly applied on the Clio. 

Inside, there’s also a high level of 
spec and quality that eluded previous 
Clio generations, with a big intuitive 
touchscreen, though the factory-fit 
sat nav can sometimes grind teeth 
better than it finds routes. 

Lost or not though, the car is a joy 
to drive: performance models 


excepted, earlier Clios leaned - liter¬ 
ally - towards the supple French 
suspensions of old. 

But the latest car offers the best of 
both worlds, smothering bumps and 
bangs while managing a neat and 
tidy stance on bends rather than 
old-style door-handle cornering. 

So, allied with very little wind, 



engine and tyre intrusion into the 
cabin, this is a supermini that feels 
as comfortable and competent as 
cars from a bigger class. 

There are excellent engines to suit 
all too, including diesels, though I’m 
never sure these are right for 
superminis as it takes many miles to 
recoup a higher buying price, and

there is greater wear and tear from 
the heavier engine - not to mention 
its effect on handling pleasure. 

I really liked the test car’s light and 
lively .9-litre engine petrol engine 
though. The 90bhp turbocharged 
three-cylinder unit revs well for 
sporty excursions - if a tad noisily 
- while claiming a combined mpg of 
around 60 if driven frugally. Low 
C02 emissions incur just £20 road 
tax after year one at current rates, 
and Renault’s is one of the better 
warranties - four years/100,000 
miles. 

And while the latest Clio is bigger 
than its predecessors, interior and 
boot space has increased too, 
allowing four adults to ride in 
comfort, while the 300-litre boot 
plus 1,146-litre ‘seats down’ total load 
space is amongst best in class.

MAY has been some month for Joe
